

Councillor walks out 
after apology to staff 


LYME Regis’ most qualified councillor apol¬ 
ogised for “snapping” at a town council offi¬ 
cial - and then walked out of the council 
chamber, claiming concerns over “bias, pre¬ 
determination, conflicts of interest and finan¬ 
cial matters”. 

Councillor Daryl Turner, who serves on the town, dis¬ 
trict and county councils, apologised to administrative 
officer Adrianne Mullins for “snapping” at her at the last 
full council meeting in a debate over whether the minutes 
of meetings should be taken in shorthand. 

Councillor Turner had said “I’m not talking to you” 
after Mrs Mullins interupted him, and some councillors 
felt felt his actions were “aggressive”. Subsequently, 
complaints about councillor Turner’s behaviour were 
made by staff and considered in closed session at the 
council’s Human Resources Committee, at which a so¬ 
licitor was present. Complaints were also made against 
other unnamed councillors. 

After welcoming new councillor Stan Williams “back 
home” at last week’s full council meeting, commenting 
that it was “a bit like ‘Back to the Future’”, Councillor 
Turner said: “I would like to apologise to Mrs Mullins 
for the unfortunate incident during the last full council 
meeting. It was a snap and I did say, ‘I’m not talking to 
you’ during a heated moment, for which I’m deeply sorry 
and I hope you will accept this apology. 

“As a note, I did email the town clerk the very next day 
offering my apology and met with the mayor shortly af¬ 
terwards to discuss the incident, where I promised her I 
would make this apology at full council.” 

Before walking out of the meeting, Councillor Turner 
went on to say that comments made by Councillor Mark

Gage on social networking website Twitter were at the 
“heart of a number of issues” on the council, and called 
for Councillor Gage to allow the local press to publish 
the controversial comments from his Twitter account, 
where he described himself as “a hater of all things racist, 
royalist and Tory”. 

Twitter postings at heart of issues 
Councillor Turner, a Tory memeber on the district and 
county councils, had previously said it was “awful” for a 
person in the public forum to express hatred of these 
things. 

At last week’s meeting he said: “Following a number 
of complaints I would like to go someway to setting what 


I think are the reasons behind this; I believe that most 
people are aware that the comments from Councillor 
Mark Gage are at the heart of a number of these issues. 

“You will recall Councillor Gage in a statement in the 
View From felt these to be amusing. In relation to open¬ 
ness and transparency, which we hear so much about at 
council, I would like Councillor Gage to give his full per¬ 
mission for the local press to print his Twitter posts, 
which you placed in the public domain, so the people of 
Lyme Regis can read them and make their own judgment. 
This would draw a line under these issues.” 

After referring to the press coverage about the cam- 
plaints against him, Councillor Turner continued: “I 
would also like to make it absolutely clear that the issues 
the people of this town have read about, in my opinion, 
should be made public. 

“As you’re aware, by reading through the thinly dis-

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STEPHEN Lovett lives near Lyme Regis, where he 
runs Hill Barn Cottages, a self-catering business, 
with his wife Heather and 17-year-old twin daugh¬ 
ters, Sophia and Freya.

I qualified as a Chartered Accountant in 1990 and quickly 
moved into industry, spending the next 17 years in the 
commercial vehicle sector - initially as financial controller 
and ultimately as managing director. Soon after moving 
to Lyme, I became involved with a new Exeter-based 
business consultancy, Southwest FD, and now provide 
financial and general management support and coach¬ 
ing to businesses on a part-time basis. Working mainly 
with small and growing businesses from a many different 
sectors provides me with great variety and flexibility in 
my work and is incredibly satisfying when I see my input 
making a real difference. 

• What do you think puts Hill Barn apart from other 
self-catering properties in the area? 

Both of our cottages are now graded as "4 Star Gold 
Award". Heather is undoubtedly the main differentiating 
factor. She looks after the guest side of our cottage busi¬ 
ness, paying great attention to detail and doing just 
about anything to make sure our guests enjoy their stay. 
Our guests' comments pay testament to this, as does our 
high number of return visitors - some now treating Hill 
Barn as their second home and Heather and me, along 
with our daughters and dog, as their extended family! 

• HOW did you become involved with the Hotel & 
Restaurant Association, and the new Lyme Regis 
Business Group? 

The previous owners of Hill Barn encouraged Heather to 
join the Hotel & Restaurant Association where she found 



great support and made lots of new friends. In January 
2010 I joined their committee as treasurer and three 
years later was elected chairman. 

In July this year, and following much discussion across 
the various existing business groups, the new "all inclu¬ 
sive" Lyme Regis Business Group was formed, to repre¬ 
sent the interests of all businesses operating in Lyme. 
Having been instrumental in its formation, I was pleased 
to continue an active role on their Executive Committee 
and as treasurer.

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Council on'threshold of momentous decision 7 
as final go ahead given for skatepark funding 


TOWN councillors were told they were on the “threshold 
of a momentous decision” as they gave the final go ahead 
for up to £150,000 to be spent on the long-awaited 
skatepark in Lyme Regis. 

Lyme Regis Town Council agreed to spend up to 
£150,000 on the proposed skatepark in Charmouth Road 
car park at a recent Strategy & Policy Committee meet¬ 
ing. The money was raised by introducing a new budget 
strategy and the windfall from a bumper summer. 

The public gallery at last week’s full council meeting 
was packed with those keen to see the decision get the 
final go ahead, including many young skateboarders. 

Adressing the Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, in the 
public forum, former mayor Stuart Case said: “Looking

at the mayoral board just above you, I see that it’s exactly 
20 years since I was sat in your very seat and the thing 
we were discussing at that time - guess what - the 
skatepark. 

“We had an idea to put it down Monmouth Beach. Well, 
needless to say that was quickly kicked into touch, as 
have all of the suggestions over the past 20 years. But I 
congratulate you and your councillors because tonight 
you stand on the threshold of a momentous decision; you 
can actually make this happen, you can do something for 


the youth of the town and I think you’ve done brilliantly 
well. 

“I’m just here to add my support to your decision. I 
hope it will be unanimous, I hope it will be unequivocal 
and I hope and the youngsters of the town, after a long, 
long wait, will get a skatepark.” 

Lyme Regis Skatepark Fundraisng Committee member 
Cheryl Reynolds also called for the funding to be given 
the final go ahead, adding that if councillors did not allow 
this they would be acting against the “wants and needs 
of the young people of the town”. 

Mrs Reynolds added that £150,000 was not excessive 
for a skatepark, pointing out that a similar facility in 
Dorchester, completed in 2009, cost more than £190,000. 


Concerned that recent divides and arguments in the 
council chamber would affect the decision, she added: “It 
would appear that the continuing division in this council 
is both detrimental and derisory to the town, yourselves 
and many of the proposed projects. It is with great sad¬ 
ness I often have to witness the war that so often occurs 
here and it would be sad to see the skatepark and myself 
become a victim of circumstance and a piggy in the mid¬ 
dle.” 

Her comments received applause from those in the pub¬ 
lic gallery and were backed by Skatepark Fundraising 
Committee chairman, Pat Campbell, who said it was 
“brilliant” to see so many young people at the meeting. 

Councillors gave the final go ahead for up to £150,000 
funding with little discussion.

guised text you see in the press, they’ve been about me 
and I feel it is in the public interest to see where your 
money has been spent by employing solicitors to get ad¬ 
vice and I would welcome, most wholeheartedly, some 
kind of public enquiry into this whole debacle. 

“And finally on tonight’s agenda, there are a number of 
issues which I consider likely to be predetermination and 
bias over many items within this text. I also have worries 
about financial matters and conflicts of interest, and 
therefore I can’t take any part in tonight’s meeting and I 
will leave.” 

Councillor Turner then left the meeting. 

In his response Councillor Gage said Councillor Turner 
was running a “campaign” against him and described his 
behaviour and “poor and doubtful”. 

He said: “As I’ve been mentioned I feel I really have 
no choice but to respond. I think it’s unfortunate that 
Councillor Turner had to sully what seemed to me to be, 
up to that point, a full apology for his disgraceful behav¬ 
iour at the last council meeting, by somehow associating 
myself and thereby seeking to justify his actions that he 
just apologised for. 

“Councillor Turner is running quite a campaign against 
me at the moment. He’s posted a number of tweets him¬ 
self that I consider an issue and he’s also mentioned me 
by name on Facebook. I think there’s a word for this in 
common parliament, it’s called ‘trolling’, but Fm happy 
to deal with that. 

“If anyone wishes to look at the things that I have, as a 
member of the public, put on Twitter, I’m more than 
happy for them to do so. I have never mentioned the ac¬ 
tivities of this council on that account and I never intend 


to do so. 

“It’s a personal thing; there’s things on there that I’m 
sure an awful lot of people in this town probably 
wouldn’t agreed with and I’m sure there’s some that peo¬ 
ple would do, but I stand by my right as a British citizen 
to say my piece and give my opinion on events. 

“I think my position in that is an awful lot more secure 
than those people who are against me and use whatever 
it is I say to somehow justify their own poor and some¬ 
what doubtful behaviour.” 

The comments from both Councillor Turner and Coun¬ 
cillor Gage came after the Mayor, Councillor Sally Hol¬ 
man, opened the meeting by asking members to consider 
the council’s code of conduct and to respect one another. 
Similar statements have become a regular occurance at 
the beginning of full council meetings following a num¬ 
ber of heated arguments and councillors making personal 
comments about one another. 

The mayor said: “I regret that it’s necessary to start by 
reminding everyone again of some of our standing orders 
and code of conduct as previously. We are here to do 
business; the standing orders and the rules by which we 
are bound are here for us to get on with the business. 

“In particular, I would like to remind you of the princi¬ 
ples on which the code of conduct is based - the less 
commonly emphasised ones being selflessness, integrity, 
objectivity and leadership, and that the requirement on 
us is to behave with respect. 

“A derogatory comment from councillors or members 
of the public addressed to councillors or staff is unaccept¬ 
able. There is no parliamentary privilege here.” 

Councillor Holman also reminded councillors that, at 
full council, when the mayor stands all other members 
should be seated and silent.

Calls for fair council staff wages 


A LYME Regis resident has called for fair wages for all the 
town council's staff. 

Derek Hallett, a keen follower of town council news, 
described the council's outside staff as "grossly under¬ 
paid'^ last week's full council meeting and said this was 
unfair as three senior office staffearnedatotal of almost 
£100,000 - as much as the annual precept. 

Speaking in the public forum, Mr Hallett, fomerly em¬ 
ployed by the council as a dog warden and then mini 
golf attendant, said: "I note that the town council has 
had an excellent summer which has allowed you to give 
big sums to certain local causes. I am pleased that one 
of them is the church railings. I also hear you have had 
a windfall over the sale of beach huts. This is all good 
news. 

"But with all this money sloshing around, don't you 
thinkthe council has a moral obligation to make sure all 
its staff - and not just a select few - receive the standard 
living wage? 

"I refer, of course, to your outside staff, who do an ex¬ 
cellent job but, in my mind, are grossly underpaid - 
above the minimum hourly rate but below the accepted 
living wage, and who have also lost a lot of overtime. 

"I ask is this fair when three of the senior members of 
your staff earn almost as much as the annual precept, 
i.e. £100,000?" 

Mr Hallett's comments were noted but not discussed. 

Another Lyme Regis resident, Nigel Ball, backed Mr 
Hallett's comments also in the public forum. 

He said:"Perhaps a smal bonus might not go a miss for 


some of the workers on the lower pay, it does give peo¬ 
ple encouragment and it does help as a thank you to say 
what a good job these people do in Lyme Regis, and 
keeping Lyme Regis the wonderful place that we live." 

Mr Ball also suggested that the council's recent boost 
in funds, created by a change in the budget strategy, a 
bumper summer and the sale of new beach huts, could 
also help to keep rents low on areas owned by the town 
council and used by local clubs, such as Lyme Regis 
Bowls Club's parking area. 

Former councillor Pete Williams suggested the funds 
could be used so that the council did not claim a precept 
(the part of council tax claimed by the town council) 
next year.

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Local author gives new 
take on Jack the Ripper

LYME Regis author David Ruffle, famed for his big¬ 
selling books on Sherlock Holmes, has taken a new 
dark path for his latest release, walking with Jack The 
Ripper. 

Mr Ruffle, who has won acclaim for his five books 
on the master detective, has written a new fiction about 
the real-life serial killer who terrorised London in 
1888. 

The fantasy tale, “The Abyss - A Journey With Jack 
The Ripper”, will be published on December 9th by 
MX Publishing. 

Mr Ruffle said: “The story follows various episodes 
in the Ripper’s life and is interspersed with his victims 
telling their stories up to - and beyond - their deaths.” 

The Ripper is believed to have been responsible for 
between five and 11 grotesque murders of women in 
the Whitechapel area of London. Despite hundreds of 
investigations since his murders and mutilations 
shocked Victorian Britain, his identity has never been 
officially recognised. 

The author added: “I’m not trying to attempt to solve 
the long mystery of the Ripper, I’m offering a different 
perspective.” 

The Christmas release is a complete change from last 
year, when David published a children’s story, “Sher¬ 
lock Holmes And The Missing Snowman”, which was 
illustrated by Lyme artist and town councillor Rikey 
Austin. 

Before that, after securing rights to use the Sherlock 
character, Mr Ruffle penned a trilogy of Sherlock 
Holmes thrillers set in Lyme Regis - “Sherlock 
Holmes And The Lyme Regis Horror”, “The Lyme

David, whose books have sold several thousand 
copies, is now writing a contemporary comic novel set 
in Lyme Regis, “A Twist Of Lyme”, due for publica¬ 
tion next year.

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I A Decade of Success 
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A magic box that keeps a child alive 


T o date, people of the world have donated 
more than £200 million for the Philip¬ 
pines victims of Typhoon Haiyan, of 
which more than £40 million has come from 
UK donors and another £50 million from the 
British Government. 

In addition, the World Bank and the Asian Development 
Bank are giving £650 million in grants and emergency 
loans. 

But for the four million Filipinos who lost everything in 
the hellstorm, it will not be enough. 

Why? Because coping with a natural disaster isn’t just 
for Christmas - it takes years, years, for a devastated area 
to recover. 

And while the poor souls of Tacloban, the Philippines’ 
worst-hit city, can probably get by for that long before 
KFC is rebuilt, they won’t last a week without water. 

In Haiti, aid agencies were still carrying in water two 
years after the earthquake of 2010 levelled the island and 
destroyed the clean water supply. 

Clean water is the most essential relief wherever there 
is a disaster on the planet. Food and shelter run a close 
second but it’s water that makes the difference between 
life or, as detailed below, a grotesque death. 

The dangers of drinking waste water after a disaster 
should be obvious, but in case they are not, here they are: 
typhoid, cholera, e-coli, leptospirosis and hepatitis E; 
each one comes with a free ride to the morgue. 

Devon, Dorset & Somerset Newspapers Limited, the 
publishers of this newspaper, have committed to a two- 
year charity campaign in association with the Rotary 
Club of Chelwood Bridge because there, at the little Som¬ 
erset town of Midsomer Norton, they have ingeniously 
developed an ideal solution to this problem of how long 
it takes after a disaster for clean water to run through the 
pipes again. 

It’s called The Water Survival Box and it’s just that - a 
plastic box crammed with all that you need to stay alive

after you have lost everything; cooking and eating uten¬ 
sils, basic means of shelter, all sorts of essential bits and 
bobs, and, most importantly, a simple water-purification 
system that will provide a family of four with clean water 
every day for a year. You can read more about it at 
www.worldwaterworks.org but it’s simple - pour in 
waste water and clean water comes out, like magic. 

The boxes cost £150 to fit out and send to disaster 
zones; a hundred and fifty quid to keep a family alive for 
a year. 

Since Typhoon Haiyan struck, Chelwood Bridge’s 
Hugo Pike and his team of tireless Rotarians have been 
working flat out packing and shipping Water Survival 
Boxes to the Philippines. But stocks are running low, and 
although donations are thankfully coming in, more and 
more boxes are going to be needed in the long time it will 
take yet before clean water is running again. 

Because for us clean water is such a given, guaranteed 
to be always there whenever we turn on a tap, it is diffi¬ 
cult to imagine life without it. It is harder still to imagine 
what it feels like to be without it. 

But this is the reality of what happens when an earth¬ 
quake, tsunami or typhoon takes out the water supply: 


Because of disasters, every 20 seconds somewhere in 
the world a child aged under five dies of dehydration. 
Let’s count them as we explore what it feels like to endure 
the 7-10 days that it takes to die of thirst. Here’s what 
doctors expertly say: 

“As dehydration begins, you become very tired. You 
can’t urinate easily and when you can your urine is dark 
brown; later, as it concentrates, you can’t urinate at all 
and your bladder will burn. You want to cry but there is 
no liquid in you for tears. 

‘Then a severely-painful headache starts. Your mouth 
dries and becomes caked with thick saliva, your tongue 
swells and cracks, your eyes recede into their sockets, the 
lining cracks in your nose (ONE DEAD) and it begins 
to bleed. 

“You start to feel dizzy and then seizures begin. Your 
heart starts to race and so does your breathing, you are 
panting as your blood pressure drops. Terrible cramps at¬ 
tack your arms and legs, you cannot stand nor sit down. 
Your temperature rises, you feel very hot because you 
cannot sweat. You feel nauseous but can only dry-heave, 
and then the cramps painfully attack your stomach 

“Your skin hangs loose, dries and becomes scaly, your 
muscles become spastic .Then, as your brain cells (TWO 
DEAD) dry out, you start convulsing. Your eyesight 
fades, thick secretions begin to plug your lungs, you 
struggle to breathe. You become more and more ex¬ 
hausted, you may hallucinate. Then seizures grip the 
body and you fall into a coma and your heart stops.” 

As Dr. David Stevens, a US physician who has seen 
thousands die of thirst during 13 years in Africa, says: 
“Contrary to those that try to paint a picture of a gentle 
process, death by dehydration is a cruel, inhumane and 
often agonising death.’ 

Every day, (THREE DEAD) 4,109 children die of 
thirst like that because natural disasters like hurricanes, 
earthquakes and flooding have left them with no clean 
water. 

That’s 171 every hour, three a minute, dying like that. 
Every minute of every day, three children die like that; 


tongue cracked, nose bleeding, convulsed in agony. Chil¬ 
dren are dying like that in he Philippines now, for want 
of a Water Survival Box. 

As it happens, right now is the best time to donate at 
www.worldwaterworks.org because (FOUR DEAD) for 
a 13-day window from December 5-18 every £1 donated 
online will be doubled to £2 under an initiative by the 
Reed Foundation called The Big Give Challenge. 

“What would you do if you’d lost everything in a dis¬ 
aster?” asks Hugo Pike. 

One answer, I suppose, would be to hope than some¬ 
body like you is reading this. 

Because in six more seconds, a FIFTH child will have 
agonisingly died from the lack of clean water.

I had my leg in plaster and had to 
share a bed at the local bar with Neil. It was 
not a pleasant experience for either of us! 

I also recall how Neil unwittingly got me 
into trouble with Dr Alexander Fernandez, 
who died recently. I dislocated my shoulder 
bone playing football and was taken to 
Lyme Hospital. Dr Fernandez was called and, 
as a rugby player who thought all soccer 
players were whimps, had great delight in 
putting it back in. He told me not to play 
football fora month. 

The following week I was watching the 
Lyme v Uplyme match, always a needle 
game, when Neil and his brother Ian, play¬ 
ing on opposite sides, squared up to each 
other. Foolishly, I 
went between them 
and dislocated my 
should again. Back I 
went to the hospital 
and Dr Fernandez 
was summoned 
again, not a happy 
man. My squeals 
were even louder the 
second time! 

Neil, we will never 
forget you.

Online tools can help build 
independent businesses 


LYME Regis delights in its character as a place of 
small independent businesses. 

Many of our businesses are microbusinesses, run by 
an individual or family, but (as the staff of LymeNet 
know from personal experience) running a microbusi¬ 
ness is all about managing your time. The day-to-day 
operations unfortunately can get in the way of busi¬ 
ness development but there are computer applications 
to help you serve your customers. 

Perhaps the most obvious help to better customer 
care is a basic website. Even if you don’t sell, or book 
appointments, etc. online, customers often want to 
know where you are, your opening hours, what sort 
of goods or services you provide, and on what terms. 
It’s like having a shop frontage, permanent advertis¬ 
ing, and a helpful receptionist for potential customers. 

Yes, you can pay a lot for a bespoke website tailored 
to your specific needs, but one of the LymeNet staff, 
with no previous experience or particular IT skills, 
built a very basic business website that costs them 
£2.50 a year! If you want to sell online that’s also rel¬ 
atively easy to set up. 

For even the smallest business it is useful to have IT 
systems to control stock, to manage accounts, and to 
keep customer contact details. Though these things 
can be done manually, when they are on a computer it 
is so much easier to automatically search, manipulate, 



and use the information for different purposes. Perhaps 
to easily email details of your latest offer to a particu¬ 
lar group of customers, to automatically calculate dif¬ 
ferent financial options, or to track seasonal changes 
in customer purchasing. 

Email is of course now an expected channel of com¬ 
munication for customers and businesses, allowing 
people to send messages at any time, even when you 
are closed. 

However, social media (Facebook, Linkedln, etc.)

ART AT THE TOWN MILL 


THE collection of paintings currently hanging at 
the Town Mill Malthouse in Lyme Regis is said to 
be one of the most striking exhibitions of the year. 

Philip Clayton, a prominent member of theTown 
Mill Arts Guild, is showing a body of work com¬ 
pleted over the past year in France. There are two 
series of paintings - one relating to visits to the 
same location between 6.30pm and 9.30pm, work¬ 
ing in the evening light, and the other consisting 
of larger abstract works responding to the decay¬ 
ing buildings in his location in France. 

Inspired by impressionism, Phil works in oils 
using a very small brush.The vibrant colours in his 
work are in response to individual moments in 
time and to particular elements of light that catch 
his interest. 

Light on a single leaf can throw up colours that 
will spark of a painting around that instant and 
which echoes those colours. Orange light falling 
across a building will lead to a painting with colour 
based on that particular shade. 

The fascinating aspect of his work is that the 
viewer who takes time to study each work will see 



the vibrancy and brilliance of light increase under 
their gaze. Phil says his paintings need to be 
looked at from a distance and for about 10 minutes 
to fully engage with them and to be able to fully 
appreciate the impact of his particular vision. 

The work was open forveiwing last weekend and 
will open again this weekend, November 30th to 
December 1 st, 10.30am to 5pm.

Scheduled guest speaker Julia Rowlands was unable to 
appear so former Woodroffe School pupil Gregory, a 
highly talented portrait painter of both people and ani¬ 
mals, stepped in at the last minute. 

Encouraged by his partner, he started painting in 1991 
and, after his work was seen by the actor Kenneth 
Branaugh, he was invited to paint portraits of the cast 
and crew of "As You Like It", including one of Brian 
Blessed. 

This year he was given a medal for"Best in Show"at the 
annual exhibition of work by The Association of Animal 
Artists, and he runs painting safaris in Tanzania. 

For the society, Gregory continued a portrait of an old 
elephant withy acrylics, working on a board primed 
bright orange with the main shapes first drawn out with 
dark felt tip pen. 

He advised members to leave any errors until the very 
end, as many corrected themselves along the way. 

After tea final touches were added - burnt sienna to the 
eye and eyelashes, and the catchlight put in using yellow 
ochre. Finally, the tusk, painted in one broad sweep, 
mainly in white with a touch of yellow ochre with a 



shadow in blue. 

The painting was called "Painting a Version of Old Bull 
on the Edge", as he was on the edge of the Ngorongoro 
Crater. 

The society was delighted to welcome several new 
members at the meeting. The group meetins every fort¬ 
night on Tuesdays, from 2pm to 4pm at the Woodmad 
halls. The next meeting is on December 3rd for a demon¬ 
stration of impressionism with watercolour by Marilyn 
Allis and visitors are always welcome.

Dave Parham will talk on 
The Swash Channel Wreck 

LYING just off the Dorset Coast is a famous 17th cen¬ 
tury shipwreck known as the Swash Channel wreck. 
A Bournemouth University marine archaeology 
team has been studying the wreck since 2006 but 
are now so concerned at the rate of deterioration 
that they have decided to raise and preserve part of 
the hull. 

The 40 metre long 400 year old vessel lies in ap¬ 
proximately 7 metres of water next to the Swash 
Channel in the approaches to Poole Harbour. The 
wreck includes ornately carved timbers, the earliest 
still in existence in Britain, but as the sands shift and 
expose the timbers to the air, they are literally being 
eaten away by bacteria and tunnelling shipworms. 
Dave Parham, a Senior Lecturer in Marine Archaeol¬ 
ogy at Bournemouth University, is leading a team to 
save as much of the wreck as possible. 

The plan is to remove some of the timbers and pre¬ 
serve them, whilst reburying the rest. It is not pos¬ 
sible to cover up the entire wreck as it would create 
a shipping hazard in a busy channel. Once pre¬ 
served, the remains will go on display in Poole Mu¬ 
seum. 

Dave Parham's talk will discuss the history of the 
Swash Channel Wreck project and bring the audi¬ 
ence up to date with news on the most recent exca¬ 
vations and research.
